Wakefield" and ‘She Stoops to 
Conquer." * The Hyde" and “The 
Hale" are beth delightful bits of 
rural England which will delight the 
visitor who has time to ramble about 
them on foot. 

Soon aíter leaving Hendon, the 
tramcar runs into the quaint old town 
of Edgware, and reaches its terminus. 

Edgware extends in a shambling. 
rambling way along the high road 
for more tham a mile. It is quaint, 
curious, and ancient, and the visitor 
wili find much to interest him if he 


stops only to gaze at the old inns 
with their vast. yards which were 
important hostelries in the old coach- 
jing days. The George and tho 


Chandos Arms are well worth visit 
ing for their associations. And 
there is an old shed standing alone, 
the remains of a sort of middle row, 
which local tradition declares to 
have been that of Thomas Powell, 
the blacksmith, whose musical per- 
formances on the anvil suggested to 
Handel “The Harmonious 
smith." 

Edgware Church is worth a visit 
to those who like to study the rest 
ing-places of the forefathers of an 
English hamlet, rude or otherwise ; 
but the great point of pilgrimage is 
Whitchurch, once the private chapel 
of the luxurious Duke of Chandos, 
| who, in 1715, built the Canons, the 
splendid seat hard by," and who is

But with a portion of 
the material of the palace, Hallett, 
the cabinetmaker of Long Acre, built 
a villa.  Hallett's villa was sold by 
his grandsome to Daniel O'Kelly, the 
| owner the famous  racehorse 
Eclipse. Eclipse spent his old age 
in the paddock of the Canons, and 
is buried in the grounds. 

The Canons—the estate and park 
are still so called—is at present in 
the occupation. of Mr. Arthur Du 
Cros, and the family use the grand 
gallery in the Duke's chapel when 
they attend the services.

APPLIANCES. 

It is quite possible to carry out the

two or three boards laid on trestlos 
will prove a satisfactory counter for 
pasting. A good-sized pair of scissors 
is requisite, а pail for the paste, and a 
brush. ‘The paste is made of old flour 
mixed to the consistency of milk and 
| water, with the addition of a little
